His 
malice si not inborn, but b rought abo ut by 
som e cause, and the malicious person will 
tak e some sort of action to relieve his feel­ 
ings. T he m alevolent (m u h -L E V -u h -le n t) 
person, how ever, just "w ishes evil,” as the 
L atin source indicates— male, 
evil, 
and 
volens, w ishing—and may do nothing ac ­ 
tive to bring it about.

The Doctor Says 


Color Blindness Is Hereditary 


And Difficult to Overcome

The ability to see different colors is one 
of the rem arkab le attributes ot the h u m a n 
eye and brain. Without it w e w ould have 
few artists, none of us could appreciate the 
enorom ous variety of color in nature, and 
those engaged in certain occupations w ould 
certainly ne severely handicapped. 
Color sense is a quality of that portion 
of the eye know n as the retina, which r e ­ 
cords im pressions through the optic nerve 
to the brain. Some color rays a re not con­ 
sciously appreciated, and som e people are 
m ore aw are of differences iii shades of col­ 
or than others. 
But w hat we are interested in in this dis­ 
cussion are disturbances of the color sense 
know n as color blindness, 
C o ld blindness is classified 
as 
eithei 
partial or total. T here are three varieties 
of partial color blindness; one 
in 
which 
there is a lack cf ability to "see” red (this 
is know n as red blindness): another is in­ 
ability to see green, and the third is d e ­ 
ficiency in seeing yellow' and blue, though 
red and green can be 
readily 
identified. 
The latter is rath er rare. 
T he totally color blind 
are 
those 
who 
cannot distinguish any color, but only v a r­ 
iation iii the brightness of the object. 
To 
such persons the world is all black, w hite 
and gray. 
Color blindness is of extreme importance, 


particularly the red green variety, to those 
in certain occupations, such as railw ay, air 
or m arine service, because the ability to 
discrim inate betw een red and green 
>ig- 
nals 
is of vital significance. Keen ability 
to discrim inate colors is also of im portance 
to m any chemical w orkers, 
lithographers, 
painters and, of course, artists. 
Most color blindness is inborn or con­ 
genital. It is believed to be truly h eredi­ 
tary and tran sm itted through the mother 
to die m ale children, This is probably re ­ 
sponsible for the fact th at it is IO times 
as common am ong the m ale population as 
among the female, one m an in 25 is said to 
be affected by some form of color b lind ­ 
ness,

has come up repeatedly, particularly in the 
last w ar, w hen m any young men tried to 
overcom e color blindness in order to get 
intl the branch of service they desired. 
T ru e color blindness, how ever, cannot be 
overcom e or im proved by exercise, though 
it did seem at one tim e that some of those 
W'ho had this difficulty m ade few er 
m is­ 
takes after a period of training. P robably 
the most im portant thing to be said about 
color blindness is that those w ho are a f­ 
flicted should be aw are of their delect and 
govern thou live# accordingly.

The center's first patients, eight 
women suffering from cancer, will 
lie admitted Monday—the first of 
a capacity of 500 non-payng pa­ 
tients. 
“ They will be the best-studied 
p hents in the world." said Dr. 
’V. Henry Sebrel) of 
Petersburg, 
Va , head of the 
National 
Insti­ 
tutes of Health, an agency of tile 
Public Health Service. 
“ This is not a hospital. You don't 
get in just by 
being sick. 
You 
don't get in for medical care. You 
get in only for research ’’ 
He described the center as 
a 
revolutionary stride in medical re­ 
search where "fo r the firs t time 
in history we will be able to in­ 
tegrate laboratory 
and 
clinical 
research so that there can 
be 
a 
complete study of the chronic dis­ 
eases that kill m en." 
Seven Main Fields 
Research at the center will touch 
seven m ajor fields, cancer, 
heart 
disease, 
arthritis. 
mental 
ail­ 
ments. epilepsy, rheumatic fever 
and dental diseases. 


"W e are not interested in rare 
and exotic diseases." Sebrell said, 
"and we are not concerned, 
es­ 
sentially, with incurables."

though one does not get in m erely 
bv asking to. 
"O nly persona recommended by 
physicians, hospitals

“ Nearly all will come to fulfill a 
special requirement ” 
Looks Like Hotel 
In advance of the dedication, re­ 
porters taken on a tour of 
the 
center saw a magnificent air-con­ 
ditioned building divided roughly 
into three sections: rooms for pa­ 
tients. service areas and labora­ 
tories. 
The patients* quarters look like 
rooms of a fashionable hotel: each 
has a private bathroom. The furni­ 
ture is blonde and modern. 
“ We want this building to look 
as little like 
a hospital 
as 
pos­ 
sible," Sebrell said. 
Indicative of the emphasis on re­ 
search is the division 
of space. 
Two-thirds of the building is de 
voted to laboratories and one third 
to patients. Eventually, a staff of 
2,500 is planned.
